ORDINANCE No 8. 


An Ordinance to Amend Ordinance 
No. 7, entitled “ An Ordinance to 
Fix License Taxes in the County of 
Sacramento, State of California.” 


T 
h e b o a r d o f s u p e r v i s o r s o f t h e 
County of Sacramento do ordain as follows : 
Section 1. Section 12 of said ordinance No. 7 
is hereby amended to read as follows, viz : 
“ Section 12. All license taxes provided for in 
this Ordinance are due and payable in advance, 
at the office of the License Collector ot said 
county; and whenever any license lax provided 
fur in ’tliis Ordinance shall he due and unpaid, it 
is hereby made the duty of the License Collector 
to demand and collect the same without unne- 
ce.-sary delay; aud he shall also demand and 
collect of the person so delinquent, in addition 
to the amount due for such license, the sum of 
one dollar, which he shall pay into the County 
Treasury. Thu License Collector must ou the 
first Monday in eaeli month make a verified re- 
jiort to the Board of Supervisors, showing the 
amount collected for licenses and the names of 
the persons delinquent.” 
S e c t i o n 2. Section 13 of said Ordinance is 
hereby amended so as to rend as follows, viz : 
” Section 13. The County Auditor must prepare 
and have printed blank licenses of all classes 
mentioned in this Ordinance, for the term ot 
three, six and twelve months, and for such 
shorter terms as are herein authorized to la- 
issued, with a blank receipt attached, for the 
signature of the License Collector when sold.” 
Section 3. Section 14 of said Ordinance is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows, v iz: 
‘•Section II. The County Auditor must num­ 
ber and sign all license*, and ivom time to time 
deliver them to the License Collector in such 
quantities as may be required, taking his receipt 
therefor, and charge him therewith, giving m 
the entry the numbers, the classes and amounts 
thereof.': 
Section 4. Section 15 of said ordinance is 
hereby untended so as to read as follows, viz.: 
“ Section 15. The Auditor must keep in his of­ 
fice the stumps of all licenses by him delivered 
to the License Collector, and a ledger in which 
he must keep the Collector’s account for all 
licenses delivered to him, sold, r r returned un­ 
sold by him ; a correct statement of tho Collect­ 
or's license account must lie certified to the 
County Treasurer each month by tlie Auditor." 
Section 5. Section 18 of said ordinance is here­ 
by repealed. 
Section ti. Section 19 of said ordinance is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows : 
“ Section 19. The License Collector must make 
diligent inquiry as to all persons in his county 
liable to pay license tax. as provided in this or­ 
dinance, and must require, under oath or affirm­ 
ation, the probable amount of business which 
he, or the firm of which he is a member, or for 
which he is an agent or agent, or theassoeiu 
tion or corporation of which he is President, 
Secretary or managing agent, will do in the next 
succeeding three mouths: and thereupon such 
person, agent, President, Secretary or other offi­ 
cer must procure a license from the {.Ícense 
Collector for the term desired, aud the class to 
which such party is liable to pay. And in all 
cases where an underestimate has been made 
by Hie party applying, the party making such 
underestimate, or the company lie represented, 
are required to pay a license tax for the next 
quarter double the sum otherwise required.'' 
Section 7. Section 21 of said ordinance is litre- 
by repealed. 
Sections. Section 22 of said ordinance is here­ 
by repealed. 
S e c t i o n 9. Section 23 of said ordinance is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows : 
•Section 28. Immediately after the passage of 
this ordinance, and every two years thereafter, 
the Board of Supervisors of said countv may 
elect a License Collector thereof, who shall hold 
his office for the term of two years and until liis 
successor is elected and qualified; mid upon 
such election the said Board, by its President, 
shall enter into a contract with the person 
elected to perform the duties of License Col­ 
lector 'or the period of two years, at a salarv not 
exceeding one hundred and twentv-fivc dollars 
per month. Such Collector shall give a bond in 
the sum of ten thousand dollars, to be approved 
by said Bourd, conditioned for the faithful per­ 
formance oftbe duties of his office 
On giving 
such bond he shall become License Collector of 
said county, and shall perform all the duties 
and possess all the powers herein required of or 
granted to the License Collector of said county. 
S ection Hi. This ordinance shall take effect 
in fifteen davsafter its passage.

NOTICE TO STOCKMEN. 


Fo r m any y e a r s t h e cu stom o f s e ­ 
lecting from unoccupied Government aud 
Railroad lands a range, and ciuimiug a range 
ownership in such lands, has obtained among 
the stockmen of this State and the state of Ne­ 
vada, and the Territory of Utah. In the at­ 
tempt to exercise this species of free ownership 
over unoccupied land, the stockmen in many 
instances, the full iaets of which are within my 
knowledge, have intimidated intending settlers’, 
and in all eases have discouraged settlement 
upon unoccupied lands relating to both Govern­ 
ment and Railroad lands. The advancing set­ 
tlement in the valleys of California lias almost 
eliminated this abuse. But the custom still con­ 
tinues upon an extensive scale as relates to 
lands in the middle altitudes of mountain sec­ 
tions. Stockmen taking up grazing range in the 
manner herein indicated, have usually made ap­ 
plication to the Land Department of the Central 
Pacific- Railroad for the privilege of purchasing 
the railroad land when it shall be placed in the 
market. 
This notice is intended to inform settlers and 
stockmen that no application tor grazing land, 
will he deemed to have any validity if such ap­ 
plication relates to laud tit fur occupancy and 
cultivation by an agriculturist. All lauds suit­ 
able for agriculture or horticulture, upon which 
a -settler desires to establish a home, shall here­ 
after be deemed to have been dedicated to such 
purpose; ami the applicant desiring to devote it 
to such purpose shall be deemed to have ac­ 
quired a prior right to purchase as against any 
grazing application, notwithstanding tiro priori­ 
ty of the latter. 
Further notice is .hereby given that a reason­ 
able annual rental will be charged for all rail­ 
road lands lying within any range claimed by 
any herdsman: and that anyone laying claim to 
such range right, failing aud refusing to make 
arrangements with the Land Department for the 
use of such land will be deemed to have volun­ 
tarily forfeited such range rights, aud the right 
to pasture such lands will be disposed of. either 
by sale or rent, to other stockmen. Effective 
measures will lie adopted to promote the settle­ 
ment of all land fit for agricultura! purposes 
within the limits of ranges claimed by stock­ 
men: and settlers are invited to take possession 
of such lands under the rules prescribed in such 
eases.

Yesterday morning, of ail the lines 
only one was left unbroken. 
Measures 
however, are taken to secure the schooner 
by additional lines. The wind shifting 
toward the northwest and the sea subsid­ 
ing, makes the prospects fair to save the 
vessel. 
At Caspar there arc two vessels, at 
Little River two schooners and the steamer 
Vanilina, and at Whittsboro three schoon­ 
ers—all safe, so that we hope to have 110 
other disasters to report. 
L ite r .—The schooner Howard, at Na­ 
varro on tire beach, is not much damaged. 
The Mendocino Mill Company cot about 
12,000 logs to their booms to-day.

Tiiuukf.k, December 21st.—The storm it 
unprecedented in the history of this sec­ 
tion.

A ll the logging camps have stopped, anil 
the m ill men are praying for snow instead 
of rain. 
I’lacf.rvii.i.e, December 21st.—More rain 
fell here last night than ever was known in 
the same length of time before, the gauge 
showing o.lil inches for twelve hours. 
Hangtown creek was a raging torrent, eight 
and ten feet deep. 
It cut out and carried 
away bulkheads, wood sheds and every­ 
thing in its course. Since last Tuesday 
night 12.4 4 inches of rain has fallen, mak­ 
ing a total of 15.86 inches fur the season. 
The thermometer has been 52D ail day. and 
the storm is abating, although it is still 
raining to-night. 
Geass Valley, 
December 
21st—The 
storm still continues. The rain for the 
past twenty-four hours has been falling in 
a steady downpour, and the storm as yet 
shows no signs of abating. The wires 
were down last night, but communication 
was restored to-day. 
Petaluma. December 21st.—The 
rain 
throughout Friday night was light and con­ 
tinuous. Yesterday it stormed 
heavily 
throughout the day, the rainrgauge scoring 
1.10 inches in eleven hours. 
After night­ 
fall the wind rose to a gale, and the storm 
continued unabated until midnight, after 
which time there was a hill in the storm 
up to nomi to-day. Since that hour a light 
rain, amounting to little more than a mist, 
has fallen, and the indications still point to 
rain. 
The rainfall for the storm to date is 
4.12 inches, and lor the season 5..Í3 inches. 
Sr. H elena, December ,21st.—The rain­ 
fall here to-day has been quite light. The 
weather is not yet settled, and the general 
belief is that we shall have plenty of rain 
daily for two weeks to come. 
San Jose. December 21st.—The rainfall 
fur the twenty-four hours ending at 7 
o’clock this evening was .22 of an inch. 
The sky is reasonably clear and the atmos­ 
phere sultry. 
R io V ista, December 21st.—The rain 
guage marked 1.66 inches for the twenty- 
four hours ending at 8 a. sr., showing 2.67 
inches for the storm, and 4.30 inches for the 
season. 
A strong southeaster prevailed 
here during the early part of last night. 
The mail steamer for Sacramento did not j 
reach here until 12 m. to-day. 
The weather 
is still cloudy and threatening more rain. 
The farmers have all they need at present. 
Lathrop. December 21st.—The rainfall 
for the past fifteen hours was 1.70 inches ; 
for the season, 2.10 inches. The weather is 
cloudy. 
San Luis Obispo, December 21st.—The 
rain which set in on the 17th, and which 
has continued steadily since, lias shown 
110 signs of abating till this afternoon. 
Three and thirty hundredths inches has 
fallen for the storm, and for the season to 
date 6.03 inches. The farming and dairy­ 
ing interests will take new life with the vine 
and fruit interests, which are increasing 
rapidly in this county.

W e do not believe that President-elect

NOT TO BE LOST SIGHT OF. 
An error into which many journals ol 
the State hill concerning the power of the 
State to provide irrigation facilities for cul­ 
tivators of the soil, is the absolute right of 
State control over all^’ivater-ways within 
the State. No well-wisher of agricultura] 
interests will throw any unnecessary oh- j 
stacles in the way of a proper irrigation! 
System. That the State must settle upon 
some method by which the right to use 
flowing waters for irrigation may he se­ 
cured is undeniable. That such a system 
will be adopted we confidently anticipate.. 
But it must I« borne in mind constantly 
that the Federal authority over navigable 
streams cannot lie invaded. 
Navigable 
streams must not be diverted without 
consent of the general Government. The 
citizens of all the States have an inde­ 
feasible interest in all navigable rivers. 
Those who discuss ,the proposition, there­ 
fore, to vacate ail riparian rights under 
the exercise of the right of eminent do­ 
main, must exclude from the scheme the 
Sacramento river. No agricultural needs 
whatever can he permitted to work the 
impairment of that stream, ft is a free 
highway to all the people—a public use 
superior to all others that may be raised 
to vacate it. “ A navigable stream is a 
heritage of the people, of which they 
cannot be divested except by revolutionary 
act.” W ithin a week news has been 
received of an attempt made on the part 
of t lie people of one section to change the 
course of the Sacramento without consent 
of the Federal authorities. Immediately 
an appeal lias been made for interference 
by the general Government. This is right 
and proper : it is a natural np]>eal, and the 
fact that those who fear injury to the 
Iver by the artificial channel now lieing 
cut, turn to the United States Government 
to inter]>ose. testifies to the recognition bv 
the community that the Government is 
regarded—as in fact it is—a trustee of an 
undivided and common right which jt 
must preserve unimpaired. On precisely 
that ground the R k o o k ii-In io n has 
claimed that the same authority should 
prevent the destruction of the navigable 
water-way by the discharge of mining 
debris into the feeders of the river, and 
should restrain the flow of such matter 
already below the mines. (>n the same 
grounds we took position against the 
scheme of certain citizens to take out a 
body of water by a cut 120 feet wide and 
six feet deep, in Tehama county. It will 
lie remembered that even the promoters of 
that scheme did not claim the right to 
take the water to such an extent as 
to impair 
the 
navigability of the 
river, leaving an o]h-ii question as tv what 
will impair it. The question now lieing 
considered is not strictly one of riparian 
rights, however, hut of the rights of navi­ 
gability—the right of the producers, car­ 
riers, and all others in the country to use 
a free highway for tr.'ins|H)rtation of pas­ 
sengers or freight; the right of the Gov­ 
ernment with its boats to penetrate the 
country over its own road. A moment’s 
reflection will make clear to the designers 
of a system of irrigation to l»c legislated 
upon by the State, that their interest- de­ 
mand that they shall make no attempt 
upon navigable streams. To do so will lie 
to waste vigor, since the Federal Govern­ 
ment will heed no legislation by the State 
that seeks the diversion of navigable 
waters. The cutting of the canal on the 
np]ior river to send the waters with greater 
velocity into a channel below of even ve­ 
locity with that alvove, will tend to shoal 
the river above the cut and disturb in­ 
juriously its flow below the canal. In 
addition it will injure the navigability of 
the stream in the course it now traverses 
without providing equally as good a water- 
Tvay, and thus invade the right to navigate 
the river. We trust that the engineering 
representatives of the Government upon 
this coast will give the matter prompt 
attention.

The Republican Administra­ 
tion proposes the ratification of a series of 
reciprocal treaties, made to change, to a 
great degree, the commercial policy of the 
Government. While the two parties in the 
House and Senate are not divided on 
party lines as to the expediency of carrying 
these treaties into effect, the Democrats arc 
almost solidly opposed to them on the 
question of ratifying the treaty with Nicar­ 
agua. While the Senate may possibly give 
that convention its approval, the House 
will certainly refuse to vote a dollar to be­ 
gin the construction of the canal. If Blaine 
had been elected President, instead of 
Cleveland, the status of these different sub­ 
jects of legislation would be entirely 
changed. The Democrats, knowing that 
thev will he responsible for the conduct of 
national affairs for at least a period of four 
years from March 4th, refuse to sanction or 
approve either die construction of a navy, 
the ratification of commercial treaties, or 
the building of an Isthmian canal. Their 
attitude on these questions now is no indi­ 
cation of what they will do in the next 
Congress, alter Cleveland has sent to the 
Senate and House his first annual mes­ 
sage. They consider it impertinence 
on the part of the President 
to 
recommend, under the circumstances, 
any legislation beyond what may be 
necessary to support the Government, 
especially in the line of future national 
policy. The Republicans generally appear 
satisfied with the course of the Adminis­ 
tration in its closing days. It has opened a 
broad field for inquiry, discussion and con­ 
sideration, which the Democrats must meet 
ami amend, reverse or ultimately approve, 
as they may see fit. An illustration of the 
temper that exists between the Republican 
Senate and the Democratic House was 
given yesterday on the question of con­ 
tinuing the construction of the navy. The 
appropriations for the maintenance of the 
navy will expire on the 1st of January, 
and the twu> houses of Congress are in a 
dead-lock over the many appropriation 
bills. The Senate refused to puss the 
House resolution providing for an adjourn­ 
ment from yesterday until the 5th of 
January. The House refused to agree to 
the Senate amendments to the navy bills, 
and on motion of Randall adopted a reso­ 
lution for an adjournment from yesterday 
until the 24th, thence until the 5th of 
January, with the understanding that no 
business should he transacted in the mean­ 
time. The understanding.however, amounts 
to very little, as there will be no quorum of 
members present-during the holidays, and 
nothing can be done in the House without 
unanimous consent. The House passed 
a resolution continuing the naval appropri­ 
ation bill for thirty-one days, but the Sen­ 
ate debated the subject without action, and 
adjourned until Monday. Many Demo­ 
cratic Senators voted with the Republican 
majority to insist upon the Senate amend­ 
ments to the bill, but it is likely that on 
Monday the House resolution continuing 
the appropriations temporarily will be 
agreed to, after which an adjournment over 
tlie holidays from Wednesday may be 
adopted by both bouses. Secretary Chand­ 
ler agrees with Mr. Randall that the appro­ 
priations for the fiscal year 18S5 should be 
continued, as the House proposes, and that 
the question of building additional steel 
cruisers be determined in the appropriation 
bill for 1886, which the House Aj propria- 
tions Committee is now framing. 
Iron W orks Suspended. 
Sharon (Pa.), December 21st,—The lirru 
of P. L. Kimberly & Co., operating the At­ 
lantic Iron Works, suspended payment at 
noon yesterday, lieing pay-day, probably 
from $15.000 to' $20,000 was required to pay 
the hands, and the amount could not be 
raised. W hen running full time 800 men 
were employed. At the present time no 
definite reports as to assets and liabilities 
can be obtained. In Iiradstreefs report 
the firm is valued at 81,000,000, with their 
credit very good. This afternoon no papers 
had been’ filed against the company at 
Mercer. This- firm was thought to be the 
stanchest in the valley, and the failure was 
an entire surprise. The suspension is sup­ 
posed to be due to the extreme dullness of 
trade. 
D isastrous Oil Fire. 
New York, December 21st.—An explo­ 
sion in Pratt's astral oil-work-, in the east­ 
ern part of Brooklyn, to-day, called out the 
whole Fire Department of that city. The 
first explosion commingled the flame of one 
oil tank with the gas and second tank, and 
a second explosson followed almost im­ 
mediately. These two explosions made free 
10,000 barrels of oil. ana all this flaming 
mass “ catching on ” to the river of melted 
snow, was carried into every nook and 
cranny of the works. The result was that 
all the buildings and tanks at the works, 
excepting a large brick’building, in which 
the canning is done, were destroyed, besides 
the long docks on the creek. The loss will 
reach between $500.000 and $000,000. 
The shock of the two explosions broke the 
windows of all the houses in the neighbor­ 
hood. 
Explosion* of Gas. 
B eti.er (Pa.). December 2Lst.—The resi­ 
dence of John Gates was demolished to-day 
by a gas explosion, and himself, wife ana 
tour children buried in the ruins. All 
were subsequently rescued, more or less 
seriously injured. The shock was felt a 
quarter of a mile away. There was no 
natural gas in the house. It is supposed to 
have resulted from a leak in the gas main, 
caused by the recent cold spell. 
W ashington. December 21st.—The resi­ 
dence of Win. Rabe was partially wrecked 
last night by an explosion of natural gas. 
His wife and baby were killed. The ex­ 
plosion was caused by a lighted candle 
being taken into the cellar. 
The Orphan A sylum Catastrophe. 
New York, December 21st.—The search­ 
ers for bodies in the ruins of St. John's 
Orphan Asylum, Brooklyn, resumed tlieir 
labors this morning, and removed almost 
all the ashes, bricks and rubbish during 
the day, but no more bodies were found. 
There are still twenty orphans missing, but 
are believed to have escaped. 
A ccident a t the New O rleans E xposition. 
New Orleans, December 21st.—Three 
hundred feet of the iron irame work of a 
large hotel erected west of the main Exposi­ 
tion building fell with a terrible crash to­ 
day. Frank Greene, colored, of Nashville, 
was instantly killed; Albert Freese, of 
Michigan, mortally injured, and James <’al­ 
lot!. of t hicago, severely injured internally.

The House resumed consideration of the 
interstate commerce bill. 
Henderson of Iowa moved to strike out 
the section prohibiting railroad companies 
from charging a greater compensation for 
transporting freight for a shorter than a 
longer distance. 
Reagan of Texas opposed the motion. 
“ Not to prohibit a greater rate for a shorter 
than for a longer haul was,” he said, “ to 
submit to railroads regulating the entire 
commerce of the country.” 
During the progress of the debate on the 
interstate commerce bill, Randall asked 
permission to report the conference dis­ 
agreement on tlie temporary naval appro­ 
priation bill. Randall explained the points 
of difference between the House and Sen­ 
ate, and a long debate ensued. 
Thomas of Illinois was opposed to the 
temporary hill. It was a slipshod attempt 
on the part of the House to dodge a stern 
duty. 
Cannon of Illinois said the strongest 
argument against the ratification of certain 
treaties was that in case the United States 
saw proper to follow a policy which would 
redound to its credit, it stood powerless to 
enter upon that policy, because it was crip­ 
pled as far as its navy was concerned. 
The House insisted on its disagreement 
to the Senate amendments and a further 
conference was ordered. 
Randall moved that when the House ad­ 
journs to-day, it be to meat on Wednesday, 
the 24tli inst. The Constitution, he said, 
prohibited an adjournment for more than 
three days without tlie concurrence of the 
Senate. He asked unanimous consent that 
it should be agreed that on the 24th a fur­ 
ther adjournment be had until tlie 27th. 
then to.tlie 31st, and then until the 5th of 
January, and that on these days no busi­ 
ness be transacted. 
Consideration of the interstate commerce 
bill having been resumed, Reed called the 
attention of the Speaker to the ruling made 
yesterday by Springer, when Speaker pro 
tern., to tlie effect that a motion to close de­ 
bate was not debatable. He thought tem­ 
porary Speakers should be instructed in 
that knowledge of parliamentary law, 
courtesy and good sense which so’distin­ 
guished the permanent occupant of the 
chair. [Laughter.] 
Springer replied that when he made the 
ruling yesterday he believed it to be cor­ 
rect, and believed so ¡still. There was not 
an opinion by any previous occupant of the 
chair taking an opposite view. His decision 
was based on common sense, and on that 
he stood, though it might not commend 
him to the gentleman from Maine. 
The amendment of Henderson was re­ 
jected—ayes 75, noes 118. 
Further consideration of the bill was 
P' istponed. 
Randall introduced a hill making tem­ 
porary provision for the support of the 
navy for the month of January, 1885. 
Hopkins’ .Senate joint resolution was 
passed declaring Christmas and New Year’s 
days holidays for all per dienl Government 
employes. 
The House then adjourned until Wednes­ 
day. December 24th.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Righting the Streets. 
An adjourned meeting of the City Trus­ 
tees was held Saturday at 1 p. m.. io act 
upon the matter of letting the contract for 
lighting the streets of the city. All the 
members were present, anil also representa­ 
tives of the electric light companies and 
others. 
Mr. Nielsen commenced business im­ 
mediately by making a motion that the 
streets of the city be lighted by electricity 
Instead of gas, suggesting that it was prob­ 
ably the shortest way of arriving at a set­ 
tlement of the matter for a consideration 
of which the meeting was held, as, if gas was 
to be used, the vote would decide it; and if 
electricity, then there would be a choice 
made immediately afterwards between the 
two electric light companies. 
('n a vote being taken upon the motion, 
Mr. Nielsen voted aye; Mr. Gutenberger, 
“ aye, on mast system;” and Mr. Brown, 
no.The Clerk announced the vote as two in 
favor of the proposition and one opposed. 
A discussion ensued as to what Mr. Gut­ 
enberger meant by his vote, Mr. Brown 
suggesting that the vote could not properly 
be recorded as in favor of the motion. 
Mr. Gutenberger staled that he was not 
in favor of letting all of the contract to one 
person. He had talked with business men 
on Front and J streets, and they agreed 
with him that it was better to divide the 
contract up between the gas company and 
the other two, and try them for a while ex­ 
perimentally. He was in favor of having 
masts in the outer portion of the city. 
Mr. Neilsen did not believe in a division, 
but might vote for it to secure harmony. 
He was satisfied the citizens would not be 
pleased with such a procedure. 
They 
looked to the Trustees to inform themselves 
and vote for one thing or the other—gas or 
electricity, as their observation told them 
was best. 
Mr. Gutenberger thought it best to try 
the systems by comparison for a year, and 
then adopt one or the other. 
Mr. Brown said he would move as a test, 
as Mr. Gutenberger's vote could not be re­ 
corded either way on the first motion, that 
a contract be awarded the Capital Gas Com­ 
pany for supplying ISO gas lamps for one 
year, at $.’i !"• each per month, the lamps to 
be distributed west of Twelfth street. 
The motion was put and carried, Mr. 
Neilsen voting no, and Messrs. Brown and 
Gutenberger aye. 
Mr. Brown moved that the bid of the 
Sacramento Electric Light Company, to 
erect four masts, each with four lamps, 
each lamp 3,000 candle power, at $1,100 
each per annum, be accepted, this light to 
be distributed east of Twelfth street. He 
thought the city would thus, by gas and 
electricity, if the latter did what was 
claimed for it, be better lighted than it had 
ever been. He did not wish the contract 
to extend beyond one year. 
Mr. Nielsen moved as a substitute that 
the contract be awarded to the Pacific 
Company (Thomson A Houston), as be be­ 
lieved it to be the best light. 
A vote was taken on the substitute, and 
it was lost by a vote of two to one. 
The original proposition was then put 
and carried unanimously. 
The Clerk was directed to request the 
City Attorney to draw up» the necessary 
contracts and bonds, the latter being fixed 
at $1.000 for the gas company and $2.000 
for the electric light company. It was sug­ 
gested that the gas company would 
on 
and light as usual until the other company 
was ready to commence service. 
In answer to a question by Mayor Brown. 
J. W. Avery, representing the Sacramento 
Electric Light Company, stated that it 
would take a month or six weeks, possibly 
sixty days, t»> get the necessary machinery 
for .3,000 candle-power lamps from the 
East, erect the masts, etc. '1 rains might, 
as it was the winter season, he detained by 
bad weather or accidents, and delay the 
arrival of machinery so that it would re­ 
quire the full limit mentioned to get ready 
lor business, but on the other hand all the 
arrangements might be completed much 
earlier. 
It was finally decided that the company 
should send for its machinery at once, 
erect its masts, and use some other lamps 
until those of 3,000 candle-power could he 
operated. 
There was much talk yesterday concern­ 
ing the probable removal of the electric 
lights front J ami K streets, on account of 
no funds having been awarded by the 
Trustees for their continuance, the people 
adjacent having thus far paid for their 
lighting by private subscription. It was 
stated last evening that petitions would be 
circulated for signatures, to I»»; presented 
to the Board of Trustees, urging that a suf­ 
ficient amount be allowed by the city to 
continue the lights on the two streets 
named. 
S h o ck in g A c cid en t.—William Morse, 
who came out to this coast from Nebraska 
a few months ago, and lias been employed 
as a brakeman on the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road but was laid off recently when a great 
reduction was made in the number of the 
company’s employes, went with some 
friends a few days ago to the vicinity of 
Vina, on Governor Stanford’s ranch, ami 
took up quarters in a cabin, in order to en­ 
joy a few days’ hunting. Saturday morning 
the party went into the field, taking differ- 
etit directions. Morse, during his hunting, 
was crawling through brush, trailing his 
gun by his side, when, by some accident, it 
was discharged, and, the muzzle being ele­ 
vated at the time, the charge struck him be­ 
neath the chin ami plowed its way through 
both jaws, passing out near the liase of the 
nose, inflicting a shocking wound. His 
great nerve enabled him to shoulder his 
gun and make his way to the cabin, three 
miles distant, where one of his companions, 
Dr. C. E. Morrill, found him lviug down, 
almost exhausted from lixss of blood. He 
was conveyed to Vina, and then to Chico, 
but the physicians there did not want to 
take the case, and yesterday he was brought 
to Sacramento and is now at the County 
Hospital. His injuries are not necessarily 
fatal, as he is only 20 years of age, of great 
vitality and wonderful pluck, lie could 
not be put under the influence of chlorq- 
forrn while his injuries were being dressed, 
but stood the pain without even a groan. 
The physicians believe that with the 
fragm ents of his nose remaining that 
organ to some extent can be rebuilt, and it 
may be that after awhile, when he grows 
Uronger—supposing, of course, that the 
injury does not result fatally—the other 
in ju red ¡>ortkms can be m ore or less recon­ 
stru cted .

Interest in the Ida Evinger seduction case 
does not seem to abate in the least, and is 
the subject of*conversation throughout the 
city. Front the fact that the proceedings, 
owing to their filth, cannot be published 
many reports as to statements made in 
Court that are going the rounds of the 
streets are wholly untrue. ,Saturday morn­ 
ing at 10 o'clock the case was resumed in 
the Police Court. 
H. M. Cartwright, a farmer, who resides 
five miles east of Lincoln, says that lie has 
known Ida for a number of years. He 
knew her very well as she had been 
schoolmate of his children. Ida had fre­ 
quently visited his daughter, a young lady 
of lit years, and lie had every reason to be­ 
lieve from his acquaintance with her, that 
she was a truthful, honest and chaste girl. 
He never heard her character questioned. 
She had staid over night at Ins place on 
several occasions while visiting his «laugh 
ter.Ida Evinger was then placed upon the 
stand and cross-examined by General Hart. 
She said that on the evening of the day 
that she had been outraged by Bulger 
and 
Cavanaugh 
she 
attended 
the 
Metropolitan theater. She went alone but 
after the performance was escorted home 
by Emery. She said she did not enjoy the 
performance at the theater as it was a poor 
play and rather a poor troupe. She said 
Emery staid in her room until nearly 1 
o'clock talking to her in regard to her 
possibilities on the stage. After Emery 
lelt she sat down and read the evening 
paper. She said the editorials and locals 
were poor reading so she concluded to 
tackle the advertisements, which she did, 
and read them all through. 
Mr. Hart—Why did you sit up so late ? 
Witness—Because I wanted to. 
Mr. Hart—Were you not waiting for 
Bulger to come ? 
Witness—Not exactly. When lie did not 
come at half-past 12 1 thought he was not 
coming. Mr. Emery told me he would be 
there at that time. Bulger did not say to 
me that lie would be there, but Emery said 
he would. I did not tell Mr. Emery or any 
one else that I expected Stafford to call 
after theater. The witness then detailed 
the second visit of Stafford to her room, of 
his pushing the door open ; going in and 
closing the door; of the arrival of the 
police, who took him away, etc., all of 
which was published in Saturday's paper. 
Mr. Hart—Now you have minutely de­ 
tailed the outrageous treatment you received 
at the hands of Bulger. If that was true 
why «lid you open your door and admit 
him to your room again ? 
Witness—I don’t know why I did. I 
wanted to see him about the troupe. 
Mr. Hart—Are you in the habit of ad­ 
mitting callers to your room after you have 
retired for the night ? 
Witness—No, sir; I am not. He pushed 
his way in. He wanted to stay all night. 
If he had remained much longer I should 
have onlcred him out. 
Mr. Hart—Did you not tell him, in re­ 
sponse to the question, “ Can I stay all 
night ? ” that he could not, for the reason 
that you were afraid of the landlady ? 
Witness—I did not say to him that I was 
afraid of the landlady. 1 said she would 
not like it, and I didn’t like it. either. 1 
told Mrs. Fainter, the landlady, of the out­ 
rage the evening of the day it was com­ 
mitted. 
Mr. llart—W hat «lid she say? 
Witness—She said, “ Is that so? ” I «lid 
not want to go to the office to have them 
arrested, so concluded to go to the theater. 
Mr. Emery passed me in free. 
Witness then told of a flirtation she and 
a married lady carried on with two young 
men in a drug store. They were never in­ 
troduced, hut their acquaintance was the 
result of what is termed " mashing.” Notes 
were exchanged and a meeting arranged 
for a certain night at Tenth and 1. streets. 
Another tinte by agreement they met on J 
street. Their meetings were in the night, 
and their wanderings were in the Capitol 
grounds. She was made to detail minutely 
everything connected with these night 
walks. On another occasion,with the same 
lady friend, she visited East 1’ark. .She said 
her friend went there to meet a gentleman 
friend. She was left alone in the room at 
the East l’ark House, and although there 
were three gentlemen in an adjoining room 
she did not speak to any of them, not be­ 
ing acquainted. She admitted taking, or 
rather sending, a bouquet of flowers to a 
young man at the Dexter stables who at 
one time assaulted her indecently. 
George A. Oosta, a waiter at the Pacific 
Oyster-nouse, says that lie «distinctly re­ 
members the day that Cavanaugh took Ida 
to dinner. After he left with her, he returned 
to the oyster-house in less than lifteen min­ 
utes. Counsel said this was the time she 
claimed the outrage was committed, and 
the evi«len«;e was introduced to show that 
her statement in that respect was false. 
The witness was subjected to a rigorous 
cross-examination by Mr. Johnson. He 
said they took their meal upstairs, in a pri­ 
vate room. He had know < avanaugh about 
two weeks ; he took his meals occasionally 
at the restaurant. At the time Cavanaugh 
was there with the girl lie «lid not know 
his name. After he saw the article in the 
R ecord-Union he asked to have Cavanaugh 
pointed out to him. 
Johnson declared that this was a put-up 
job, and denounced the witness, who could 
not name the hour of the day they were 
there; could not describe the dress of the 
girl, whether she wore a red shawl or no 
shawl at all. and coulil not say what kind 
of clothes Cavanaugh had on. 
o.C . Jackson. Chief of Police, was the 
next witness. He was allowed to make a 
complete statement regarding his connec­ 
tion with the arrests, in order to set himself 
right before the community, anil to correct 
some statements which have been made re­ 
flecting on his official conduct. Ho said he 
knew all the defendants in the case. He 
said Cavanaugh he ha«l known for fifteen 
years. He had always, so tar as he knew, 
went by the name of Cavanaugh ; had never 
heard him addressed or

Bulger he had known for some time, but 
never knew that lie claimed the alias of 
Stafford. He said about a quarter oast 12 
o’clock a. m. on the 13th of Decemlier, he 
was conversing with a gentleman in the 
office of the Union Hotel, on Second street. 
Cavanaugh came in andsaiil he wished to 
see 1dm. He was laughing and joking, 
took the Chief to one side and said, “ 1 
want you to go with me. 1 have got a 
goml juke on Bulger. He has got an en­ 
gagement with a woman up town, and we 
want to go. rout him «nit, arrest him. and 
have a good joke.” The (Jhief tol«l him he 
guessed Bulger was old enough to lake 
care of himself and knew his own business. 
Cavanaugh then asked the Chief to detail 
an officer if lie would not go himself. The 
Chief then told him that such a thing could 
not fie done. His officers would not he rie- 
tailed on any such “ funny business.” 
They must manage their jokes without the 
assistance of the police force. The Chief 
then askeil where the woman referred to 
was rooming. Cavanaugh refused to tell, 
but saiil be would point out the room. The 
Chief then askc«i if it was a girl. Cava­ 
naugh sai«l she di«l not amount to much, 
she was a cross-eye1! chronio, old enough 
to vote and a woman of the town. The 
Chief then began to think that perhaps it 
was a matter more of a serious nature than 
a joke and detailed officers Oafferty and 
Rider, who came along at that time, to in­ 
vestigate the matter. He told them that 
Cavanaugh said she was over age, “ but be 
that as it may,” he said, “ you go with 
Cavanaugh, and if you ascertain that she is 
underage take both the girl and Bulger to 
the lock-up. At anv rate make him leave 
there and instruct her to lock her doors.” 
The officers did as diroctcil. Bulger was 
ejected and the girl instructdl to lock her 
doors and admit tut one. He afterwards 
met Bulger, who admitted

and was apparently exceedingly sorry for

act. Afterwards lie saw Bulger and

several of his friends in lihoads’" saloon 
laughing, joking and drinking at Bulger’s 
expense. While this was going on officer 
Calferty came to him and said. “ These boys 
think this is a joke, hut I regard it as a 
very serious matter.” 
Then for the first 
time Jackson heard of the matter. He then 
said to Calferty, “ Von go to her room, and 
if you find Cavanaugh or any other man 
there, take them by the nape of the neck, 
bring them to the station-house, and lock 
them up. If no one is there, instruct her 
to bolt her door and admit no one.” In 
cross-examination he said; “ There is 
hardly a hxlging-liouse in this town but 
lias some loose women in it. JJe did not 
see Walter Emery that night.” 


Ida Evinger was again placed on the wit­ 
ness-stand, and her cross-examination con­ 
tinued. She was asked regarding a certain 
prescription she had filled ; asked who pre­ 
scribed it; what were the ingredients; for 
what was it administered, and wliat was 
the cause of her ill health, all of which she 
answered with a childish simplicity. She 
then for the second time detailed’all the 
incidents connected with the outrage com­ 
mitted by Trainor. Tins cross-examination 
by Mr. Hart was ingenious, searching, pro­ 
longed. and evidently tired the witness, 
who frequently had to ask for a sup of 
water. She claimed that on the occasion of 
each of the three outrages which were com­ 
mitted she was rendered speechless 
LOST ENTIRE CONTROL OF HER VOICE, 
And was perfectly helpless. She was asked 
what she did on the following morning, or 
rather the same Saturday morning, after 
she got up. She said after breakfast she 
called on a la«iy friend; also went to the 
I’ostoffiee. Here Mr. H art surprised the 
witness, tlie reporters and the counsel for 
the prosecution when he asked her, “ Did 
you not meet the detective, Mr. Trainor. 
that morning? Did he not ask you to go 
to the Pacific Hotel with him, and did you 
not comply with his request?” All eyes 
were turned on the witness. She’ replied, 
“ Yes, I did. He wanted me to go there 
and to his room, where he could have a 
private talk with me. I went up stairs in 
the hall with him.” 
The witness evidently was somewhat sur­ 
prised at the questions, and answers were 
only obtained by searching and ingenious 
questions. She did not know whether she 
went into the room or not, but afterwards 
recollected that she did. Did not remem­ 
ber whether she sat down or not. After­ 
wards remembered that he divested her of 
every stitch of clothing, and that she was, 
while in a nude condition, again outraged. 
Had received no money from Trainor, anu 
had not seen him since. Counsel for the 
prosecution asked her why she had not told 
them of this additional outrage, and she 
said she had “ forgot to.” She at this time 
looked very pale, and remarked that the 
attorneys had got her all mixed up ; that 
Trainor had not outraged her at her room, 
as before stated, but at the Pacific Hotel. 
At tliis point there was some remark 
made by counsel for defense which irritateil 
Mr. Johnson, who, in an angry tone, said : 
“ I would rather be in that poor, unfortu­ 
nate, outraged, ruined young girl's place 
to-day than that of any man you repre­ 
sent. She stands to-day better in this com­ 
munity than do the men who conspired 
her ruin.” 
The witness said that Cavanaugh repre­ 
sented himself as being the owner of a 
third of the Bush-street Theater. He also 
claimed to be an actor, but having become 
tired of appearing before the footlights, had 
become manager. Bulger told her he, too, 
had been an actor; had played six years 
in Chicago and two on this coast. 
Further hearing of the case was post- 
l*me«l to Wednesday morning at 10 o’clock. 


S ick M en.—Y esterday forenoon an Ital­ 
ian, while walking along Second street, 
between I and J,was observed to commence 
trembling violently. Immediately after­ 
wards he went out into the street, and, after 
running around in a circle two or three 
times, fell down in the mud. Officer Far­ 
rell took him to the station-house, where 
the City Physician examined him and 
found that lie had been having a fit. caused 
by excessive drinking.

Sergeant Barwick reports that the stonu 
on Saturday between 12 m. and 8 p. m. pre­ 
cipitated more moisture than has been 
measured this season during the same 
number of hours. During the eight hours 
there was .89 of an inch at Red Bluff, 1 
inch at Sacramento and 1.07 inches at San 
Francisco, with southerly winds blowing at 
the places named, from 21 to 30 miles per 
hour. The total rainfall for the California 
Signal Service stations up to 8 p. m. last 
night w as; For Red Bluff'. 5.59 inches; 
Sacramento, 4.75 inches; San Francisco, 
3.80 inches, with no report from Los An­ 
geles or San Diego. The rainfall for tlijs 
season is 7.3G incites, against 2.09 inches to 
an equal date last season, making this one 
4.07 inches ahead of last. The rainfall by 
seasons up to and including the 21st day of 
December of each season from Í877 
to date is as follows; 
Season 
of 
1877, 2.04 inches; 1S78, 1.47 inches; 
1879, 0.20 inches ; 1880, 8.05 inches ; 1881. 
5.43 inches; 1882, 7.07 inches; 1883, 2.09 
inches. The average rainfall for seven sea­ 
sons past to an equal date with the present 
one is 5.94 inches, which puts the present 
season ahead of the average (so far) for the 
past seven years. The present season’s 
rainfall has only been excelled on one oc­ 
casion in the past seven years, and that was 
1880; up to the 21st of December that year 
there was 8.65 inches precipitated. That 
was the season that the river reached the 
highest mark ever known, viz: 20.0 feet 
during February, 1881. In 1882 there was 
7.07 inches up to December 21st, nearly as 
much as the present season. 
The weather at S o’clock last night was 
cloudy at Portlaml. threatning at Roseburg, 
light rain at Red Bluff and San Francisco 
and cloudy at Sacramento ; wind having a 
tendency to biow from some westerly quar­ 
ter ; barometer below 30 inches and has a 
downward tendency. 
The temperature, wind anil weather at 
12 m., yesterday, was as follows for the 
eastern stations named : Salt Lake, 32° N. 
\V., and heavy snow : Cheyenne, zero, N., 
and cloudy; Denver, 35° S., and heavv 
snow ; North Platte, 7° N. W., and cloudy;

The weather at the East is intensely 
Cold. 
The county safe at Traverse, Dakota, was 
robbed by a mob Saturday morning. 
Mexico has sent a silver brick worth 
$200,000 to the World’s Fair at New Or­ 
leans. 
A large number of human skulls and 
bones have been found in the attic of a 
New York building. 
Sixteen bodies in all have been recovered 
from the ruins of the burned orphan 
asylum at Brooklyn. 
After an idleness of several weeks, the 
steel works of Hussey, Howe & Co., at 
Pittsburg, Pa., will start up to-day. 
The Spaulding Iron Works at Brilliant, 
Pa., which have been closed down for some 
time, will resume work in all departments 
to-day. 
The New York Tribune says : The rapid 
rise in the price of quinine in the last ten 
days lias caused considerable excitement in 
the drug trade. 
The President has nominated Ferdinand 
W. Shurtleff Collector of Customs lor the 
District of Willamette, Oregon, and Jacob 
S. Boreman to be Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court of I'tah. 
The New York Superintendent of Insur­ 
ance has revoked the certificate of author­ 
ization of the North German Fire Insurance 
Company of Hamburg, Germany. 
Out- 
stauding policies are reinsured. 
All the fires at the Thorn Creek (Pa.) 
wells, which began Friday, have been ex­ 
tinguished except Fisher No. 8, which is 
•still burning furiously. The loss has been 
great I v exaggerated, and will not exceed 
$30,0(H). 
The striking miners attacked the guards 
at Murray City, in the Hocking valley, 
about 11* o’clock Friday night, and there 
was some sharp firing, when the patrol 
brought relief to the guards. The miners 
w w reunified. 
TKe British steamship Victoria, from 
Galveston, with cotton and oil cake foil 
Bremen, and at New Orleans to complete 
her cargo, collided with the steamboai| 
Fred. A. Blanks, making an excursion tt 
to the exposition. The Blanks sank in a 
ew minutes. 
No lives lost. 
There are now 310,000 manufacturing 
operatives in the country out of work from j 
the shutting down of estahlSjimems. This j 
is 13 per cent, of the whole number em­ 
ployed four years ago. The largest per­ 
centage of unemployed is in Minnesota, 
and the smallest in Maryland. 
Notwithstanding the very cold wcathei 
in Washington, quite a number of persons 
assembled at Dupont Circle Saturday after­ 
noon to witness the ceremonies connected 
with unveiling the statue of Admiral Du­ 
pont. The oration was delivered by Sen­ 
ator Bayard, in which he eloquently de­ 
picted the service which Dupont had ren­ 
dered the country. 
Engineer A. <4. Menoeal left New York 
for Nicaragua Saturday to perfect the sur­ 
veys of the proposed interoceanio canal 
route. Civil Engineer S. A. Kay and En­ 
sign W. I. Chambers, both of the navy, 
sailed with Menoeal, and will assist in tlie 
work, which will 
occupy four or five 
months. 
Menoeal is very sanguine, and 
Üiinks the treaty will undoubtedly be con­ 
firmed. 
Lieutenant 
ot Police Michael Mullir, 
pleaded guilty to an indictment for violat­ 
ing the election laws, in the United States 
Court, at <,’incinnati Saturday, and was re­ 
manded tor sentence. 
The indictment

obstructing and preventing certain quali­ 
fied voters from exercising their franchise 
on the Uth of last October, by unlawfully 
confining them in a cellar.

party, supposed to be the Apache Indians, 
who* recently raided western Texas from 
Mexico, had returned, after pursuing the 
raiders to the mountains of Mexico, 100 
miles.

A rriv al o f tlie C ity o f NeW Y o rk fro m 
C hina am i J a p a n . 
By the arrival at San Francisco Friday 
evening of the Pacific Mail steamship City 
of New York, we have Hongkong dates to 
November 11th and Yokohama dates to 
the 27th: 
CHINA. 
Messrs. Jardine, Matheson it C o. are re­ 
ported to have concluded a loan of live 
millions of taels with the Chinese Govern- 
inent at 7 percent. It is not clear it this 
loan is for the construction of railways, but 
it is thought that it is for that purpose. 
A smart shock of earthquake was felt at 
Amoy on the morning of the 1st inst. No 
damage was done. 
Assaults on missionaries and foreigners 
continue to occur throughout China; so 
fur, however, no murders have taken place. 
It is stated that Li Hung Chang lias pur­ 
chased from Messrs. Schmidt it Co., a Ger­ 
man house established at Tientsin, arms to 
the value of 1G0,000 taels. 
Negotiations are on foot to start a line of 
steamers between China and Japan and 
British Columbia, in connection with the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. 
The immigration of Chinese into Cochin- 
China has been temporarily restricted by 
the Executive Council. 
Negotiations for a settlement of the war 
have been going on between the French 
Consul at Tientsin and Li Hung Cluing. 
According to telegraphic adrices from the 
north, a council of the Ministers of all the 
chief departments of Peking was held to 
consider the conditions of peace offered by 
France, and it failed to recommend their 
adoption. 
There is good reason to believe, 
however, that the negotiations are still be­ 
ing continued, and no doubt both France 
and China would be very glad to arrive at a 
settlement. The French terms are said to 
be the cession of a part or the whole of For- 
niosa, either for twenty years or perma­ 
nently—reports diti'er as to the conditions. 
It is also stated that the French desire to 
secure for French citizens the right of con­ 
structing railways in the country for half a 
century. 
A Reuter’s telegram states that 
the British Government has offered to 
mediate between France and China. 
It Is rumored among the Chinese at 
Hongkong that tlie Chinese Government 
intends to hand over tlie island of Lantao, 
only a few miles distant from Hongkong, 
to tlie German Government. 
If this rumor 
be realized Hongkong will have hard work 
to maintain its position as a leading com­ 
mercial depot in the far East. 
A dozen Chines • lads have left the Gov­ 
ernment Central School of Hongkong for 
Tientsin, where they arc to become medi­ 
ca! students in the hospital presided over 
by Dr. Mackenzie of the London Mission. 
Tiiis hospital is countenanced by the great 
Li Hung Chang. Viceroy of Chihli, and is 
very p< >j u ar w ith ;! i • ■ (Chinese generally. 
A shocking murder lias been committed 
in one of the villages of Hongkong. A 
married woman anda man with whom 
she is said to have had improper inter­ 
course have been murdered by a number of 
tlie woman’s clansmen and iier husband. 
Two days after the murders, the woman’s 
legs were found on the beach near tlie 
village. This was the first indication tlie 
police 
received of the horrible crime. 
Furtiier search was made, and now the 
mail’s legs and the intestines of tlie woman 
have been found. Twenty-three persons 
have been arrested. 
It is not known yet 
whether the deceased were hacked up 
while alive or not. Tlie crime has created 
a great sensation. 
JAPAN. 
The chief priest of tiie Saimioji, tlie 
head temple of one of the Buddhist sects 
in Kioto, regretting much the present fric­ 
tion between Buddhists and Christians in 
Japan, which is often manifested by affrays 
between these two parties, recently called a 
meeting of priests under his control, when 
he expressed his opinion witli regard to the 
propagation of Christianity, and said it was 
to he regretted that the Buddhists at large 
should indiscriminately cry out against 
i hristianity 
as 
they did without any 
knowledge of it, and under the present cir­ 
cumstances it was necessary, first of all, to 
obtain full knowledge of tlie religion : and 
that if it be found there is any superiority 
in it to Buddhism, Christianity might be 
adopted with advantage, so as to modify 
the principles of Buddhism. 
His opinion 
being inianimouslysupported by tlie priests 
there present, it was decided to dispatch 
two learned students to Europe for the pur­ 
pose of study. 
It is stated that a new house will lie 
founded, that of Prince Siiibuya, now a 
prelate of the B ukkoji in Kioto, brother of 
their highnesses Princes Kita Shirakawa, 
Komatsu and Fushimi. 
The postofiice lately established ill Corea 
under tlie management of Mr. Kowo, a 
Japanese official of tlie Postal Bureau, is 
nearly in working order: hut owing to the 
difficulty of finding and identifying the re­ 
ceivers of letter-, steps are now being taken 
to register houses. 
The Government is about to change tlie 
mode of appointing officials in the civil ser­ 
vice, and will make all officials of the hnn- 
nin rank eligible for promotion after pass­ 
ing the required examination. 
A sugar company is proposed to be es­ 
tablished at Takamatsu, Iyo, with a capital 
of 3un,ü00 von, but its working capital is to 
be 100,000 ven, to be furnished by the Gov­ 
ernment against national bonds deposited 
by the company with the Government. 
According to a recent return tlie number 
of companies engaging in all branches of 
business and industries is 3,338, with aggre­ 
gate capital of .->1.102,008 yen. 
i hiñese at Tsukiji,Tokio, have lately for­ 
warded 3s5 yen lo the Chinese legation at 
Tokio as a Avar fund. 
The Naval Department has decided to 
commence the construction of four new 
meti-of-war at Yokosuka. 
Three million yen of paper currency is 
to be destroyed at tlie Government Print­ 
ing Office during the week commencing 
with the 21st inst. 
Some time ago certain officials suggested 
to the Government the advisability of mak­ 
ing women eligible as operators at tele­ 
graph offices or stations throughout the 
country, and it is now stated that the Gov­ 
ernment lias decided to adopt the sugges­ 
tion, and tlie change will he carried out 
next year. 
A grand banquet was given to Japanese 
and Corean officials at the Japanese Con­ 
sulate at Fusan on tlie 3d instant, in cele­ 
bration of the Mikado’sb'r.li lay, when a 
Corean high official took witli him liis wife 
and other ladies of the Consulate. This 
was the tils', time that Corean ladies had 
ever entered a Japanese house, and much 
good feeling prevailed among those present. 
A third submarine cable will be laid be- 
tweeu Hakodate and Awomri. interrup­ 
tions occurring so often witli the first and 
second cables. 
Tlie number of rebels arrested in Sait- 
ania kon up to date amounts to nearly 
1.000—those arrested in Nagano ken over 
2ÓO, and in Gunba ken about 270. Among 
others are six of ihe ringleaders who led 
the men in the field. 
Under tlie patronage of his Imperial 
Highness Prince Knni, who resides at 
Kioto, a large free school is being estab­ 
lished in that city for the education of poor 
children. The scheme is expected to prove 
a success, being warmly supported by many 
pbiiantliropical gentlemen as well as sev­ 
eral religious bodies. 
It is mu .red the; thcGovcrimient intends 
to establish tlie office of Field Marshal, and 
insta!! His Imperial Highness. Prince Aris- 
ugawu. ill that position. Counts Kuroila 
and Yatuagata are then to be appointed 
Generals. 
Dancing in European style lias become a 
fashion among Japanese ladies of high 
standing, and a society is under formation 
for practicing the art, and a German is to 
lie engaged as an instructor. 
Tlie National Debt Bureau of the Finance 
Department is going to purchase bullion 
abroad, and lately tiie Bureau acquired 
bullion to tlie value of about 100,000 yen in 
New York, to coin at the Osaka Mint. 
A lire broke out at Fra Kasnmigaseki, 
Tokio, near the Imperial ¡«ilace, on tlie 
night of the 17th inst.. and burned about 
thirty houses. 
The quantity of silk-egg cartoons sold to 
Italian and French merchants at Yokoha­ 
ma! this year amounts to 50,000 in round 
numbers, beside some quantity directly 
exported by Japanese. These Italian and 
French merchants will leave Yokohama 
for their respective countries shortly.
